Weak seed pu t in to th e grou n d will resu lt on ly 
in barren stocks, n u bbin ears an d missin g h ills. 
The crop prospect is redu ced accordin giy . An d 
ev en more seriou s is th e fact th a t th e weak corn 
will cross to th e stron ger plan ts an d th is cross­ 
in g will propogate th e weakn ess of th e corn . 
It is n ot on ly wise to make tests before plan t­ 
in g bu t to make tests of prov ed efficien cy . Th e 
so-called rag-doll m eth od is probably th e most 
widely u sed an d th e most efficien t. It is n eith er 
ex pen siv e or complicated. Th e ben efits, fin an ­ 
cial an d oth erwise, are in dispu table. Ev ery ear 
sh ou ld be tested an d on ly th ose th a t sh ow 100 
per cen t stron g germ in ation sh ou ld be u sed. 
Some farm ers still rely on th e ey e test wh ich is 
h igh ly u n satisfactory . In a recen t test of skill 
alon g th is lin e, on e m an ju dged 85 per cen t cor­ 
rect for th e h igh est av erage an d oth er scores 
were down as low at 46 per cen t. It is ev iden t 
th a t th e m an w ith th e h igh est score of efficien cy 
wou ld h av e on ly an 85 per cen t crop prospect if 
all oth er con dition s were righ t. Th e score on 
ju dgin g by ey e was determ in ed by con sequ en t 
rag-doll tests.
